Happenings in Europe within the last couple of 
weeks reveal the hopelessness of idealisms in in- 
ternational relationships. After the British people 


have been assuring each other for many years that 
the German people were more sinned against than 
sinning in the great war—not theirs the blame for 
using poison gases, sinking hospital ships and pub- 
licly glorifying the doctrine of dreadfulness—we 
have Herr Hitler presiding over the birth of a 
militant Germany with the ex-Crown Prince in 
his field gray uniform, taking the salute from 
uniformed paraders and Hitler proclaiming “bar- 
baric severity” against all Germans who are not 
of his political and religious beliefs. 

It isn't mere oratorical exuberance with Hitler 
Despite an ironclad censorship, stories are coming 
out of Germany of atrocities and terrors by Nazi 
rowdies, apparently with approval for their acts 
from above. 

All Germans who are Jews, Catholics or Social- 
ists are marked as victims. Not even artistry or 
scholarship or usefulness can save. Judges, doc- 
tors, lawyers and scientists of the Jewish race are 
to be deprived of the right to practice. Even 
Bruno Walter, famous orchestra conductor, who 
for eleven years before the war conducted the 
Royal Court Opera in Vienna is forbidden to par- 
ticipate in an announced concert of the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra because of his Jewish race 

The British instinct is to dislike a dictator. The 
poiley of barbaric severity set in motion by Chan- 
cellor Hitler in his attempt to become a German 
Mussolini has made England fear her sympathies 
have been misplaced. It will almost certainly add 
to the population of Britain, still as before a haven 
for the persecuted. 


Lincoln Steffens in his autobiography tells of 
an incident he witnessed during the peace con- 
ference at Paris, ir which Lloyd-George, Presi- 
dent Wilson and Clemenceau the old “Tiger” of 
France were the chief cRaracters 

Wilson had gone there with his League of 
Nations proposal in the hope that he had his 
country behind him. Ultimately it was revealed 
that hone was all he had. But for the moment 
Wilser was the uncrowned king of the world with 
his proposal for a world league and a permanent 
peace 

The old “Tiger” entered the room bowing 
politely to Llyod-George, to Wilson and to Orlando 
of Italy. Fiddling with his tight grey silk gloves 
he said jerkily: “I have heard something about a 
permanent peace. I am interested in that. But 
I would like to know whether you mean it—the 
permanent peace.” 

The others were vehement in their protestations 
that they meant a permanent peace 

“Very well then,” said Clemenceau, “But have 
you counted the costs of such a peace? If we are 
to forever give up war we must give up all 
thoughts of Empire. The British will have to come 
of India, the French out of Africa and the 
Americans out of the Phillipines and Porto Rico 
down all tariff walls and 
open the whole world to free trade and free 
traffic 

The allied delegates protested they were not 
prepared to commit their countries to such a pro- 
gramme.

“Then,” snapped out Clemenceau, “you do not 
mean permanent peace, for permanent peace can 
Only be purchased at the price I have named.” 

The old tiger of France saw clearly that while 
rivalries of trade and of empire remain, there will 
be no permanent peace. International law proved 
powerless in the last war. A League of Nations 
with United States in it to complete its authority 
would probably break in two, divided on some 
matter of seeming vital moment 

Bismarck with his powerful, but cynical and 
unscrupulous mind, once expressed himself as 
contemptuous of international law by saying, “Find 
me an argument founded on international law and 
I will find you a professor to answer it.” 

While great prizes of fame and reward remain 
to be won by those who will hazard life and lib- 
erty to lead peoples into the clash of rival am- 
bitions, so long will permanent peace be but a 
dream. It may remain for a new order, such as 
that inimated by the Technocrats where there can 
be no great prizes save of esteem, before the dream 
of permanent peace becomes a reality. Then it will 


be in a world that has foresworn empire and re- 
linquished tariffs
